meyer jumped from his berth and

He was much excited 
and made charges against those near- 
est and dearest to him. After consul- 
tation with his officers, Mayor Fritchey 
placed Mr. Newmeyer on the 8:40 
brain and Notified his friendu in Pitts- 
burgh to meet him. 


The train reached there yesterday 


afternoon. Three of Mr. Kewmeyer's 
brothers were waiting, but Mr. New- 
raeyer was not on the train. 


The conductor could give them no 


Information beyond the fact that he 
had been missed in his place in the 
Bleeper, just before the train had 
had reached Johnstown, The conductor 
believes that the ex-senator jumped 
from tho train. Telegrams have been 
sent to every station and a search in- 
ttituted.

At his home In Swissvale, It Is said 


that Mr. Newmeyer has been in 111- 
hsalth for a long time suffering from 
blood poisoning.

It directs the secretary of the 
treasury to purchase sliver bullion at a price 
not exceeding one dollar for 871 25-100 grains of 
pure silver, and to Issue in payment legal ten- 
der money "without reference to the material 
of which it shall be composed, which legal ten- 
der money la to be reclvable for all debts and 
public dues Referred.

Then for the first time since 
her Injury the relatives saw the dead 
woman's face. When the body was 
ilaced in the coffin at Chicago the face

As the body was placed on 
an operating table this afternoon it 
was seen that there were five wounds. 
)ne was across the bridge of the nose 
and was a deep depression about an 
nch long by a half inch wide.

were close together on top of the head 
and might have ^een mado by one 
stroke. The fifth was at the side of 
the head just over the temple. The 
examination was conducted 
by Dr. 


Henry Palmer, surgeon of the Wiscon- 
sin national guard, and Dr. G. W. Chit- 
tenden, both of this city. 


Later both Drs. Palmer and Chitten- 


den began another autopsy -upon the 
remains of Mrs. Dunton, and did not 
conclude their labors until late last 
night.

Meeting ol World's Fair People Iat«r- 
eatad In an Additional Ap- 
propriation. 


WASHINGTON, March 6.—Yesterday 


afternoon at 5 o'clock President Baker 
and Solicitor Butterworth, of the Chi- 
cago Local World's Fair directory, and 
J, W. St. Clair, chairman, and a quo- 
rum of the legislative committee of the 
National World's Fair commission met 
to discuss the questions arising out of 
the proposed application to congress for 
an additional appropriation to carry out . 
the project of the exposition. Con- 
gressman Durburrow, chairman of the 
house World's Fair committee, was 
present. 


The mn'vrs to be considered relate 


chiefly to ' ue contents of the bill mak- 
ing the pr< posod appropriation, whether 
the money shall be under the control 
of the National commission or the local 
directory; whether, in fact, there shall 
be one or two bills, and if two, whether 
they shall bo introduced simultaneously, 
or at different times; or whether or not 
the present is the best time for intro- 
ducing the one bill, if but one be de- 
oided upon. 


A gentleman, who is familiar with 


the work of the National commission 
and of the local directory as well, sayt* 
the probabilities favor on agreement 
upon one bill, appropriating 85,000,008 
to he applied with a subscription ol 
stock. 
It will not, he said, appear in 


just that form in the bill, but that is 
what it will practically amount to. 
The National commission in return for 
this, he says, will be 
rstcd with some 


additional powers ia connection with 
the management, that shall satisfy the 
(tovernment that its interest in the fair 
will lj# properly proiwetei

Senator Stanford's Silver Bill. 


WASHINGTON, March 5.—The bill in- 


troduced yesterday by Senator Stan- 
ford to regulate the purchase of silver 
bullion and its coinage directs the sec- 
retary of the treasury to purchase 
from time to time such silver bullion 
as may be offered at the market price, 
not exceeding 81 for S71K (Trains of 
pure silver, and to issue in payment 
therefor legal tender money of tho 
United States without regard to tho 
ni'terlal 
of 
which 
it 
is 
com- 


puted. A sufficient amount of such 
money is to be prepared by the secre- 
tary of the treasury. Tho money is- 
teued in accordance with the act is to 
be a legal tender in payment of all 
debts, public and private, 
except 


where otherwise stipulated in con- 
trasts, and is to be receivable for cus- 
toms, taxes and all public debts, and 
is, when so received at the treasury, to 
be re-issued, and is to be counted by 
national 
banks 
as 
part of their 


lawful reserve. The secretary of the 
treasury 
is 
to 
coin 
the 
silver 


bullion so purchased into standard sil- 
ver dollars to such an amount as may 
be necessary to supply the genial 
want or convenience of the govern- 
ment. The silver bullion purchased is 
to b« subject to the requirements of 
existing law and to the reflations of 
the mint service. All acts or parts of 
aota inconsistent or in conflict with the 
bill are to be repealed, and the act is 
to taks effect thirty days after ita pas- 
sage.

The Store of Marcus Cohen Blown Up 


and Consumed—Himself and His 


Brother Burned to Death—The 


Matter to be Investigated.

Over and over again Mrs. Marcus 


Colien mo.ined thf.se words mid wrung 
her hands as bin- watdicd the seething 
flames that had Imrm'd hoi-husband 
and her brother-in-law to (loath. 


The holocaust occurred lit 2744 Chou- 


teau avenue at 3:l. 
r> o'clock yesterday 


morning. The clothing store of Mar- 
cus Cohen was burned out, and Abra- 
ham Cohen, brother of Marcus, was 
burned to a cinder in the flames. Mar- 
cus was so badly burned that he died a 
few hours later at the City hospital. 


A terrific explosion that aroused 


sleeping- citizens for blocks around in- 
augurated the lire. The explosion was 
of such force that the entire front of 
the first ptory of the building was 
blown out, ami the '.leavy doors were 
hurled across the .street, while the 
wall of the store was forced out a dis- 
tance of three inches. 


The cause of tho catastrophe has not 


as yet been fully revealed, lint circum- 
stantial evidence points strongly in the 
direction of inceudinrisin. and W. C. 
Butler, adjuster for the insurance com- 
panies in which Mr. Cohen had poli- 
cies, states that he will make a full in- 
vestigation of the matter, fully believ- 
ing the fire was incendiary. 


The Cohen store is a two-and-one- 


half-story brick structure, 80 feet long- 
by 25 feet wide. The second floor was 
occupied by Mr. anil Mrs. 
Marcus 


Cohen, their three children and Abe 
Cohen, Mr. Cohen's brother, a yonntr 
man of 21 years. The upper stories 
were unharmed by tho flames though 
badly shaken by t he explosion. 
Every- 


thing in the lirst story v. as destroyed. 


Abo Cohen 
was found by the tire- 


men in the fore end of the store burned 
into a black and shapeless mass. His 
legs were bin nod 
off. Nothing re- 


mained of Hie head but a black ball. 
Only slumps of the arms were luft. 
The corpse was removed to the morgue. 


Every inch of skin was burned from 


Marcus Cohen's body. 
His suffering's 


were awful. 
Nevertheless he retained 


consciousness while his wounds were 
dressed with oil in an adjacent gro- 
oory by Br. Meyer. 
He kept contin- 


ually calling for his brother, but would 
answer no question as to the cause of 
the tiro, 
lie was remo\ed to tbo City 


hospital, where ho died shortly before 
noon.
